AN ACT 

To repeal sections fifty one fifty-two 

and fifty-three of articlo sixteen of 

the Code of Public General Laws, 

title “chancery,” sub-title “Injune 

tion,” and to re-enact the same 

with amendments. = 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Maryland, That 
Sections fifty-one, fifty-two and fifty. 
three of Article sixteen of the Code 
of Public Genera) Laws, title Chan- 
cery, sub-title Injunction bo, and the 
same are hereby repealed, amended 
and re-enacted so as to read as fol 
lows : 


51. If any person against whom 
an injunction has been issued, shall 
violate the same after servico thereof, 
or shall permit or connive at the vio- 
Intion thereof by any other person, 
the court on notice of such violation. 
may issue attachment of contempt 
against such person and if on proof 
the party be adjudged guilty of tho 
contempt, he ınay be fined or impris- 
oned, or both, in the discretion of 
the court, 


52. If the violation complained of, 
be waste after injunetion to stay 
waste, the court shall ascertain the 
damage done by the waste by aflida- 
vit or such other proof as the court 
may judge necessary, and may fine 
the defendant to tlie extent of double 
the damage done and so ascertained; 
and if the violation be the transfer 
of moneys, property or choses in ac- 
tion after injunction forbidding such 
transfer, in addition to the nttach- 
ment agninst the defendant a sum- 
mons shall go for the assignee if he 
be known, and if it appear that such 
assignee had knowledge of such in- 
junction at the time of accepting 
tlie transfer, or possessioh of proper 
ty, or choses in nctión, ho also shall 
be held in contempt and no title shall 
bo deemed to have passed to him, 
and he may be required to surrender 
to the court, on its order, the prop- 
erty, money or choses in action of 
which he has become possessed, but 
if the purchaser, taker or assignee be 
innocent of contempt, his tit!e, if oth- 
erwise good, shall be protected ; and 
the ecurt shall take proof of the val- 
ue of such property, money, or choses 
in action disposed of or assigned, 
and the fine in all cases provided for

Davis, Montgomery Blair, Washing- 
ton Bowie and Francis Miller, of 
Montgomery county; William B. 
Matthews, Dennis Gaither and John 

Howard county; and 
John K. Longwell, John E. Smith, 
Jacob F. McComas and Thomas F. 
Shephard of Carroll county, be and

in the county or eity in which books 
of subscription are to be opened as 
aforcsaid. 


Sec. 6. Andbe it enacted, That 
upon the first opening of said books, 
they shall be kept open for at least 
ten successivo days, from ten o'clock 
A. M. until two o'clock P. M., nnd if 
at the expiration of that period such 
a subscription to the capital stock of 
said company as is necessary to its 
incorporation shall not have been ob- 
tained, the said commissioners, or a
